Service,” Dr. W. R. Whitney of the 
General Electric Company described a 
calculation he had made of the amount 
of power picked up by a loop aerial 
one foot in diameter at Schenectady, 
New York, receiving radio ‘impulses 
from San Francisco. The energy set 
free by a house fly climbing one inch 
up the wall was equal, the doctor said, 
to the energy the loop would receive in 
a continuous period of 35 years!

OONER or fater you will own a radio reseiving 

set of one kind or another. You simply can’t help 

yourself. It’s like the chickenpox or the mumps. 

You may be exposed a number of times without having

I held out for nearly a year against constant. ex- 
posure to infection from my neighbors. I thought it 
just a fad that didn’t amount to much and would 
s00n blow over.

Mr, L. M. Hainer, in ‘Radio Stories,’’ quotes Major 
J. andrew White, who brvaucasts so success.wiy and 
entertainingly the 1925 World Series (and scores of 
other important sporting events before and since), 
as follows: 


“Well, it takes fast thinking sometimes. I sit just 
behind and a little to the left of the batter, so I 
Gan see them when they come over. Sometimes when 
I call a decision, the umpire doesn’t agree with me 
Tnen I have to tell the fans, But I always call 
their attention to the yells of the crowd and tell them 
a lot of ‘the customers agree with me. Beside me I 
have @ man with a board laid out like a diamond. 
On it he has movable pins bearing the names of the 
players. These he moves as the plays progress, so 
that a glance at the board gives me the position and 
name of every man. However, I seldom’ haye to 
refer to it more than two or theee times in a game. 


“Of course, when several men are in a play I 
I have to talk fast and think straight. For instance, 
the bases are full and two men are out. The fielders 
are playing in for a short hit. ‘The runners are 
taking as long a lead as they dare, keeping constantly 
on the move and. worrying the basemen.’ The pitcher 
unwinds with a snap. There is a crack of a bat and 
the bleachers go mad as the drive goes over the head 
oi the shortstop. In an instant the runners are tearing 
around the bags. The left fielder comes in, scoops 
the ball and whips it to the plate.’ The catcher has 
swept his mask from his head and is set for the 
throw. There is a cloud of dust as the runner: hits 
the ground and slides. ‘The sweat-bhegrimed catcher 
puts the ball on him with a‘thud and with a sweep 
of his arm the umpire at once calls him—out,

To transmit voice or sound by radio, it is necessary 
first to create waves in different groups and of dif- 
ferent strength, and then to catch or intercept them 
with an instrument which has the ability to changa 
them into sound waves. To produce the waves, there 
must be a wire suspended above the ground ten to 
several hundred feet, and then to create between 
this space (ground and wire) an electrical. pressure 
which changes its direction from one surface to the 
other and back again many ‘scores: of thousands of 
times a second. 


By means of suitable transmitting instruments and 
devices, there is created an electrical pressure. of 
from 1,000 and 20,000 volts which starts waves to 
radiate in all directions. In addition to these pres- 
gure waves, electromagnetic waves also are radiated 
from the wire in which current is flowing, and radio 
waves are produced, : 


The disturbance in * smooth body of water result- 
ing from dropping some object imto it- resembles the 
action of the radio waves. The amperes of current 
put into the: antenna correspond to, the size of thd 
object, while the voltage of electrical pressure repre- 
sents the force with which the object is dropped or 
cast. The larger the object and the greater tha 
force, the bigger, the waves. The more amperes of 
current flowing into the antenna circuit, and the 
greater the pressure or yoltage between the antenna 
and the ground, the stronger. are the waves radiated. 


Waves transmitted by radio (transmitting apparatus) 
always have a definite number per unit of time, and 
to hear signals from a radio station, receiving equip- 
ment must be put in resonance with the waves sent 
out by the transmitter. This is known as tuning.

Tt consists of a glass bulb, somewhat similar to an 
electric-light bulb, from which nearly ‘all the air has 
been removed and contains ‘three elements, the fila- 
ment, the plate and the grid. 


The filament consists of a piece of high resistance 
wire,, which is. heated by a current until it is. bril- 
liant, aS in an electric light. When thus heated, it 
throws off millions of electrical units, known as nega- 
tive ions, A small sheet of! metal, called the plate, 
to which the ions can go and so returned to the 
circuit, is ,constructed around the filament. These 
ions can pass only from the hot filament to the 
comparatively cold) plate, and they cannot tum and 
go back. It is this feature which is utilized when 
using the vacuum tube as a detector for changing the 
radio waves of vibrating current into direct current 
impulses. 


Some method of controliiirg | the number of ions 
which reach the plate must be used and for this the 
grid’ is inserted. The grid consists of a. closely-bound 
spiral or finely woven screen of wire surrounding the 
filament, and through which the ions must pass to 
reach the plate, 


Interposed in the path from filament to plate, any 
electrical charge put into it from, the antenna circuit, 
would either increase or .decrease the ions reaching 
the plate and the current to the head phones. 


When the tube is employed: as an amplifier of 
signal strength, another characteristic of the vacuum: 
tube is utilized. When properly connected a tube 
will not change the form of signals passing through 
it, but will add current from a battery connected in 
one of the circuits, to the signals, making them’ much

It is necessary to run, a wire from ‘the ‘‘Ground”’ 
binding post on the eae to the. ground in such 
a way as to provide for’ perfect flow of the current. 
The best way of doing this is»to attach the ground 
wire to a water pipe. The common method is to use 
what is called a Ground Clamp fastened tight around 
a water pipe, attaching the wire to the clamp. The 
pipe should bé cleaned of rust or corrosion so as) to 
make a perfect connection.
